Entrance into a course requires 
the approval of one’s own academic

dean of the theological school. The 
theological schools involved are 
Aquinas Institute, the University of 
Dubuque Theological Seminary, and 
Wartburg Theological Seminary. 


Courses in one’s major and in 
education taken on another campus 
must meet the specifications of the 
major department and the teacher 
education program on the home 
campus. Each department will 
clarify for its members which major 
or education courses from the other 
institutions will be acceptable in 
fulfillment of its requirements.

travel any distance to go home.

Guidelines for contract majors

“There’s so many choices, I just 
don’t know what to major in.” 

“Why don’t you contract a 
major?” 

“What's that?”’ 

“I don’t know, a bunch of courses 
you like with a common theme.” 

Right?--Wrong! There’s a lot more 
involved in a contract major than 
just ‘‘a bunch of courses you like.”’ A 
student must decide what type of 
program will achieve her 
educational goals. If she decides 
that these objectives cannot be met 
through the traditional major 
programs offered at Clarke, the 
student can prepare a “‘packaged’’ 
program called a contract major. 

When a student decides to contract 
a major, she must discuss her 
educational plan with a faculty 
sponsor and consultant. They 
become her advisors and under their 


guidance she designs a program of 
study. It must include a minimum of 
27 semester hours, but in most cases 
will include more than nine courses. 

A mistaken assumption is that 
these 27 hours will be all lower 
division courses. This is not the case, 
for upper division courses are 
needed to build a solid program of 
any worth. In addition, a contract is 
begun during a student’s freshman 
and sophomore years. This allows 
sufficient time to include upper 
division work in her program. 

Once a student has formulated her 
Educational Plan and it has met the 
approval of her faculty sponsor and 
consultant, she will prepare a 
statement of rationale for her 
proposed major. This statement 
shall include specific course work 
anda tentative plan for a major field 
performance. 

This, then, comprises the formal 
application for a contract major and 


it is submitted to the Academic Dean 
who will assemble a Review Com- 
mittee. This Contract Review 
Committee is composed of the 
Academic Dean, a member of AAC, 
a faculty member and a student 
chosen from a list submitted by the 
student contracting the major. Upon 
the approval of this group the con- 
tract becomes official. 


As the student progresses in her 
studies, her faculty sponsor and 
consultant assume the responsibility 
of guaranteeing that the student’s 
contract is fulfilled before she is 
recommended for a bachelor’s 
degree. 


All in all, a contract major is not 
“‘an easy way out.’’ Rather, it is an 
opportunity for students at Clarke to 
plan their educational programs in 
light of future plans for career or 
graduate study.
